The opening of a new season at the Torch 
Theatre brought a representative audience to 
Dublin's third, and newest, repertory theatre 
last night. This little theatre,, which 1s 
probably known to an older generdtion of 
Dubliners as the Trades’ Hall, is now under 
the direction of Mr. Hugh J. Hyland, who 
was for so many years farniliar as the resident 
manager of the Gaiety Theatre. 

It is the policy of the new management at 
the Torch Theatre to stage a new play each 
week, but plays will be continued for longer 
runs if popularity shows that this 1s de- 
manded. 

For its first production this season the new 
management selected a play by the English 
playwright who prefers to be known as Gordon 
Daviot. ‘Queen of Scots,” presents in a 
series of scenes the life of Queen Mary, from 
the date of her landing at Leith to that of 
her departure from Scotland. To do this— 
to present the events of seven fateful years— 
the ple right found it necessary to — 
the play into twelve pieces; a methal whic 
is in itself a severe handicap to producer 
and players. But, having done something to 
rehabilitate Richard of Bordeaux, it must 
have occurred to Gordon Daviot that some- 
thing similar might be done for Mary Queen 
of Scots. “ 1 would back you for love,” says 
the Lady Beaton to the Queen, ‘‘ but not for 
money,’ and that will probably be the 
popular attitude to the play. 

Gordon Daviot’s play is, in effect, a bracing 
counterblast to the romantics who have 
generally had their own way with the Queen. 
Here she is no piteous figure stranded by fate 
upon a hard alien shore, and hounded to an 
undeserved end by the scheming of crafty 
courtiers. As Gordon Daviot presents her, Mary 
has one overmastering passion—to get the 
better of her cousin Elizabeth. She is here 
not even the reckless lover, who has so often 
gambled successfully for popular sympathy 
in the theatre. With Rizzio her relations 
are strictly platomce and secretarial, and it 
i: her pride only that is hurt by his murder. 
She marries Darnley to spite her Council 
rather than to requite her love, and hav- 
ing married him she plays with him as a 
malicious cat would with a very tame mouse. 
If .she lavishes her tenderness upon him in 
his sick bed at Kirk o' Field she would seem 
to have had more than a hazard upon his 
approaching murder. This Mary has beauty, 
grace, charm, ambition, vanity and an over- 
weening jealousy of Vlizabeth, with a very 
obvious Contempt for the ‘‘savagery”’ of 
Scotland and a sneer for John Knox. 

In the light of this interpretation Mary 
becomes credible, and gives some of her 
credibility to her contemporaries, Moray be- 
comes a fine soldier-statesman, Lethington a 
min of wit and culture, and Bothwell some- 
thing of a scheming Joxer. Maybe Lething- 
ton did forge the Casket Letters, but they 
are not even mentioned. 

like so many chronicie plays ‘‘ Queen of 
Scots ” suffers from lack of dramatic in- 
tensity, and seems to meander along rather 
than to be propelled by the power > author 
and actors. Obvious nervousness, due prob- 
ably to the beginning of a new venture. 
rather hindered the acting last night; but 
this is something that will be very quickly 
remedied as thé week progresses. 

It may be said that Mr Hugh Hyland 
has gathered about him a large and varied 
company, which should be a creditable addi- 
tion to Dublin’s theatrical possibilities. In 
the company is acting ability of all kinds, 
so that it-should be possible to present many 
kinds of drama for the cejoyment of the 
public. The art direction of Mr. Brendan 
Agnew produced some effective settings and 
many delightful costumes. © ‘‘Queen of 
Scots “ will be presented each evening this 
week at 8 o'clock.

the gates of San Sebastian, and. ac- 
cording to their broadcasts, they hope 
to occupy it with less difficulty than they 
had over Irun. Yesterday evening they 
claimed to have captured Renteria, on the 
railway, about four miles east of San Sebas- 
tian, and the little village of Lezo, but the 
rt of Pasajes. a vital point, is still hold- 
ing out. 

The efforts of the Diplomatic Corps at 
St. Jean de Luz to “humanise “” the civil 
war has met with a check through the atti- 
tude of the new Madrid Cabinet, which has 
disavowed the representative of the previous 
Government and refused to listen to the 
latest suggestions, says Reuter. : 

Many of the remaining British subjecta are 
leaving Madrid, following the appeal of Mr 
Ogilvy-Forbes, the British Charge d’ Affaires, 
Arrangements were made ‘for 35 to depart 
last evening. 

Madrid had an air raid yesterday. The 
population -took to the cellars at the sound 
of the sirens, but an hour later the “all 
clear ” was sounded, and it was found that 
the insurgent "plane which had caused the 
alarm had done no damage. 

The insurgents now claim to possess nearly 
all Andalusia, and they report successes from 
Talavera—where the loyalists are said to 
have lost 500 dead and 150 wounded— 
Cordova, and Aragon. 

The food shortage is becoming serious in 
Madrid, where eggs, meat, and milk are all 
very scarce; and refugees from Bilbao report 
that supplies are running very low there. 

A tragic picture of Irun is given in an 
official communiqué issued by the insurgents’ 
general headquarters at Burgos. The 
communiqué describes how the rebel troops, 
with muddied clothes and month-old beards, 
entered the blazing city in the rainy dawn. 
It was almost impossible for those who knew 
it to recognise the place. Irun was formerly 
a town of 18,000 souls. Now just over 600 
have crept out of their hiding places into 
the open agajn. 

Firemen fygm Pamplona are still busy 
getting isolated fires under control and prop- 
ping up oe walls. 

Details of the firing of Irun and the rescue 
of 200 persons, including forty French who 
were sheltering in the Consulate, have now 
been revealed by M. Ducoureau, the French 
Consular agent. 

He says that Irun was fired by a band 
of roughs who poured petrol over buildings, 
and then threw incendiary bombs into them 
About 200 persons. including 40 French, were 
marooned in the Consulate and found them- 
selves in a very threatening position. M. 
Dueoureau. who had kept im touch with 
them, finally succeeded in reaching them in 
the blazing city before the re took 
possession.

FRENCH WORKERS STRIKE

PARIS, Monday. 

Some 200,000 workers in the heavy indus- 
tries in the Paris district, including arma 
ment factories, downed tools between 4 p.m. 
and 5 p.m. to-day as a protest against the 
embargo on the export of. arms to Spain. 

In certain cases the protest was dlso 
directed against the non-application of certain 
articles of collective contracts

THE FREE STATE 
TO-DAY 


The Times to-day publishes the following 
letter from Sir Michael O'Dwyer :— 

The article on “ The Free State of To-day ” 
in your issue of September 4 brings out the 
fact that agriculture is to-day paralysed by 
lack of eredit, due to the present predatory 
Jand policy; but that in his latest speeches 
Mr. de Valera dwells on the need of a 
national and constructive, rather than a 
partisan, spirit. a 

He has now a unique opportunity of giving 
effect to his words by— 

1—Negotiating with England for the settle- 
ment, of the economic war, which, as he 
knows, is as much deired by the majority 
of his own followers as by his political 
opponents. 

2—Ke-establishing the security of tenure 
and freedom of sale which are the essentials 
of agriculture—the staple industry of the 
country—and recognising that in the long run 
the man on the iand it the best judge of the 
use to which to put it. 

As regards 1, Mr. de Valera made some 
approach in last year’s Coai and Cattle Pact, 


Irish farmer and the English collieries. At 
Wexiord on the eve of the election he went 
further in saying, “ Some plan would have to 
be shown by which they would be able to 
unite the country—North and South—and get 
satisfactory relations between themselves and 
the British Government.” Such relations 
would clearly be to the advantage of both 
countries, and would be welcomed by the 
Cosgrave Party, which stands for fellowship 
in the British Commonwealth and the removal 
of tariff restrictions. 2—The settlement: of 
the tariff war would be the first step in the 
much-needed improvement of the lot of the 
Irish farmer, large and small, to whom free 
access to the English market is all-important, 

The crowning step would be the abandon- 
ing of the policy of “ victimisation ” of that 
section of the farmers who, to their own 
profit and that of the country, like their 
fellows in Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand, desire to take advantage of the 
English market. That would at once help to 
restore the value of the land and the credit 
of the farmer. No one doubts Mr. 
de Valera’s courage. He could give no higher 
proof of it than by showing, in taking those 
steps, that he is not afraid of being charged 
with inconsistency, and is prepared to put 
country before party.

Indolent convent life was ‘‘ a short-cut to 
hell,” she declared ; yet it was her part to 
leave such a mark on convent life as can 
be credited, perhaps, to no other woman. 
Under: Primo de Rivera an effort was 
made to have Santa Teresa proclaimed 
second patron of Spain, but the traditional 
attachment to St. James—Santiago—over- 
ruled this proposal.

HISTORIC INCIDENTS | 
RECALLED

_ An interesting custom in connection with 
the Column erected to the memory of the 
late Sir Ralph Abercromby at Carrigbyrne 
Rock, County Wexford, is recalled by the 
death of Mrs. Harman, widow of Major T. 
E. Harman, late of the Queen’s Royal Regi- 
ment, some time of Palace, County Wexford, 
and the youngest and last survivor of the 
five children of Mr. R. C. Browne-Clayton. 
& Adlington Hall, Lancashire, and of Carrig- 
yrne, 

Mrs. - Harman's grandfather, General 
Browne-Clayton, was a great admirer and 
friend of Sir Ralph Abercromby, with whom 
he served at the battle of Alexandria, in 
command of a small force of cavalry. He 
aiterwards erected to Sir Ralph’s memory a 
Memorial Column close to Carrigbyrne. At 
one time the Union Jack was flown every 
year from the top of the column, on the 
anniversary of the battle, with the: French 
Tricolour beneath; and three days later the 
flags were flown at half-mast, on the anni- 
versary of Sir Ralph Abercromby’s death 
from wounds. 

Earlier in his career, when, as Major 
Browne (the name of Clayton. was assumed

WORLD CONFERENCE IN 
SWITZERLAND

The Continuation Committee of the World 
Conference on Faith and Order met from 
August 31 to September 3 at St. George’s 
School, Clarens, Switzerland. The Arch- 
bishop of York presided. and was supported 
by Vice-Chairman, Dr. Adolf Deissmann 
(Germany), Pastor Merle d’Aubigné 
(France), and Archbishop Germanos, of the 
Eastern Orthodox Church.

HERE have been many attempts to 
explain the fascination of the Marx 
Brothers, but it is still unexplained. For 
myself, I cannot understand why any 
adult person in his right mind shduld be 
raed a by them—or, havi been once 
amused, should continue, 
remains that I heard more real guffaws, 
of the type which the Americans cali 
belly-laughs, at the Capitol on Friday 
night than I have heard at the showing 


of any film since the Marx Brothers last 


came to Dublin. 

So much of their “stuff” is anything 
but novel. 
comedians since the birth of the cinema. 
Years ago, I remember, 1 saw a comic 
whose main feature was the havoc caused 
at an operatic performance by a monkey 


which had got loose among the properties, 


and whose acrobatics caused one curtain 
after another to fall and rise, to the 
consternation of actor and audience 
alike. Exactly similar is the climax of 
‘““A Night at the Opers,” with the 
difference that one of the Marxes (I can 
never know which is which, but it is the 
dumb one like a blond pollywog) takes the 
monkey's place. And, surely, that de- 
lightful scene, in which a dozen or more 
people crowd into a tiny cabin, has been 
done before. Why does one laugh? Prob. 
ably the only answer comes out of 
Catullus— 
Nescio, sed fieri sentio, et excrucior—

ERTAINLY the Four Marx Brothers 
are not what once they were. It is 
not only that. they are no longer four, 
but three; for the one who used to do the 
part of the plain young man, trailing no 
clouds of lunacy, but always useful for 
getting away with the girl in the end, 
has disappeared—and it is no irreparable 
loss. Something else is missing. They 
have lost that nightmare quality of 
sheer irrationality which used to give 
sensitive film-goers a faint feeling of 
‘unnmasiness. They are now silap- 
stick comedians pur sang; but equally, in 
the sphere of slapstick, there is nobody 
to touch them. Even the ridiculous 
dialogue which is carried on by the eldest 
Marx Brother—him with the black 
smear across his upper lip—seems to have 
changed to stuff more of this world. Or 
is it not that the Marx Brothers have 
altered, but that we have altered? Tho 
trouble about film actors is not so much 
that their directors insist on casting 
them for the same type of part over and 
over again, but that we grow accustomed 
to them in any part. When first the 
Marxes burst upon us we have seen 
nothing like them. Now we know what to 
expect, But it is an immense thing that, 
after so long, we still can expect so much, 
and still can obtain it. 

None of their films, of course, is com- 
plete without the harp-playing of. blond 
gollywog and the piano-playing, with its 
incredible fingerwork, of the one who 
‘‘spika da wop’’; and “ A Night at the 
Opera ” has both. ,In addition, it has 
quite a decent rendering (serious, after a 
mad start) of the ‘‘ Miserere’’ scene out 
of ““ Trovatore,” and a magnificent 
dancing ensemble on. the steerage deck 
of an Atlantic liner.

“The Petrified Forest “' 


So much for the first outstanding film of 
this week. The second is “ The 
Petrified Forest,’’ at the Royal, which is 
one of the most surprising and successful 
mixtures of ‘‘intellectual’’ drama and 
frank melodrama that I have ever 
witnessed.

Diversity 
D ESCENDING from these heights to 


the more ordinary shows on view 
this week, one finds a diversity to suit 
most tastes, but nothing out of the way. 
I was only half-impressed by 
Magnificent Obsession,’’ at, the Metropole. 
It is rather long, and the first half is 
inclined to drag; and the inherent impro- 
bability of a blind woman spending lots 
of her time with the man who was respon- 
sible for her blindness, and contriy- 
ing to conceal the fact that she knew 
who she was all the time, is a bit too 
much for me. Yet there is a good, strong 
story, well acted by Irene Dunne and 
Robert Taylor, and gloriously free from 
sentimentalities on the subject of blind- 
ness.

In ‘‘O’Shaughnessy’s Boy,” 
at the Savoy, he is a lion-tamer, with a 
somewhat over-pathetic home life. Jackie 
ne is the son who does not reciprocate 
Wallace Beery’s affection, and you can 
have my- share of him. I did not enjoy 
the moments when the two were making 
psychological passes at each other; but 
there are some excellent shots of the 
circus, which cause me to wonder more 
and more at the ingenuity and ,inventive- 
ness of Hollywood’s property-men. 

As for ‘‘ Florida Special,’’ at the 
Corinthian, it has Jack Oakie, and the 
action takes place on board a train. I 
ask no more. The plot is one of those 
loose, go-as-you-please, jewel-thief affairs, 
in which anything may happen, because 
you cannot get off the train in any case ; 
and the whole thing is excellent, un- 
exacting entertainment.

SON’S EVIDENCE 


Mr Alan Fleck stated that they reac 
the summit of Scawfell at about RÁ cin ag 
and were descending by Lerd’s Rake when 
they lost their way in a thick mist which 
suddenly fell. 

We would be about half-way down. he 
added, when my father slipped and fell about 
fifteen feet over a surface of slippery grass 
and rocks. He was unconscious for ‘a short 
period, but subsequently recovered. An 
attempt was made to complete the journey, 
but, finding my father too dazed, I made him 
as comfortabl: as possible, piling more clothes 
on him and rubbing his hands. A storm 
arose, and I built a wall of rough stones to 
protect us. We stayed there all night, but 
as soon as day broke on Saturday I toid 
father to stay where he was, andi went to 
Wastdale Head for assistance. There a 
stretcher party was organised, and I led it 
back up the mountain, only to find that 
father had attempted to walk, and had fallen 
down a crag about thitty feet, and was 
seriously hurt. He was brought down the 


| mountain on the stretcher, and, after atten- 


tion. at Wastdale Head, was removed to 
Whitehaven Hospital, where he ‘died. 

Benjamin Ullock, a member of the stretcher 
party, said that the route of the descent was 
perfectly safe in dry weather, but the heavy 
rain and mist made it very dangercus.

hospital on the recommendation of Dr. T..A, 
Greete, Resident Medical Superintendent. 

Mr. T. Doyle, State Solicitor, said that 
the prosecution was brought by the Attorney- 
General. ° Miss Hoey was dismissed by a 
majority of the members of the committee 
present at the June meeting, but some of 
the members of the committee tock a different 
view, and a notice of -motion was handed in 
at a subsequent meeting to have the matter 
in áihiad and, if necessary, to rescind the 
resolution dismissing Nurse Hoey. This 
motion would be considered on Wednesday. 

On the application of Mr. N. Whelan (in- 
structed by Messrs. MacCarthy and 
O’Riordan, solicitors), the summons, which 
was. for assault, was amended to ‘* striking 
or otherwise ill-treating,”’ in accordance with 
the Lunacy Acts. 


MATRON’S EVIDENCE 


Miss M. Shannon, matron of the hospital, 
stated that while in the corridor on the 
evening in question she heard a noise in the 
ward, and on entering the ward was told 
by the patient, Mrs. Ryar, that Nurse Hoey 
had struck her on the back She asked 
Nurse Hoey: “Did you strike her?” and 
the nurse replied : “Yes, Miss.” Nurse Hoey 
subsequently admitted in. a written 
report that she. gave the patient a 
slap on the back. The witness told the nurse 
that she would report the matter. At the 
time she did not look for any marks on the 
patient. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Whelan, the witness 
denied that she reported that she had heard 
the noise of a slap. ‘The sound she heard 
was not like a slap; it was more like some- 
thing hard. ‘(Here the witness struck the 
bench to illustrate her meaning.) She was 
not aware that there was a patient in that 
ward who was in the habit of slapping her 
hands. In any case, the noise she heard was 


not like that. 
A VIOLENT PATIENT 


She told Nurse Hoey to send in a report, 
but she did not see the report or hear it read. 
The report from the nurse was not read while 
she was at the meeting of the committee 
She did not hear that Nurse Hoey stated that 
she had only given the patient one slap. 

She was aware that the patient, Mrs. Ryan. 
was violent once or twice. Mrs. Ryan had 
been restless the day before, but there was no 
struggle. She (Matron) had received a report 
that a nurse had to starid at each side of the 
bed to keep the patient in bed, but she did 
not hear of that report or of what occurred cn 
the 13th June until the 14th Atgust. 

Mrs. Ryan said to her when she went into 
the ward on the 14th June: ‘‘ Matron, she 
was hitting me on the back.” She did not 
enter what had occurred in any book that 
day or the next day because she was con- 
sidering if she could deal with it herself, as 


she knew it would be a serious thing 
for the nurse if she _ reported “her 
te the Resident Medical Superintendent.

With such a warning in mind, it might 
possibly be wise simply to present the bald 
facts as officially vouched without comment.

which relate to international trade and fipan- 
cial relationships. 

Were the recent variations in the Free 
State external trade less violent than those 
which our diagram portrays their elucidation 
might properly be. left to specialists in 
economic science. Their interpretation would 
make little appeal to Citizens who are 
immersed in more “practical: affairs. 


OUTSTANDING FACTS.

He did not see a 
red rear light on the lorry. 

Arthur Rispin, of Hull, the lorry driver, 
said that his rear side tail lamp was alight 
when the crash occurred. 

Mr. F. R.w@hillitoe, the Coroner, expressed 
the view that large lorries should carry better 
rear lights: Jt was the third accident on the 
same stretch of road in eighteen months. He 
added that he had written to the Ministry of 
Transport with regard to these lights, and 
had received a reply that the Minister was 
awaiting the advice of the Committee on 
Road Safety on draft amending regulations 
which had been prepared.

During the present week the ancient city 
of Nuremberg, in Bavaria, will witness 
stirring scenes. The annual Congress of 
the National-Socialist Party is being held 
there, and many thousands of enthusiastic 
delegates will take part in the ceremonies. 
Whatever may be said, or thought, about 
the Nazis, nobody can deny that they are 
good showmen, and that Dr. Josef 
Goebbels is the supreme showman of them 
all.

organisation in .every respect was 80 
magnificent that the most sceptical visitors 
began to change their views. There is 
virtually no limit to the powexQf sugges- 
tion on the human mind—a fact of which 
the fullest advantage is taken by the 
little doctor. He has a difficult job, 
because he is required to fool most of the 
German people all the time; but thé 
remarkable thing is that he has succeeded. 
Since the party came into power Dr. 
Goebbels has been playing on the popular 
mind in a crescendo of clever propaganda. 
He has given the people that glitter and 
that noisy pomp that are so dear to the 
German heart, and has contrived to main- 
tain their enthusiasm for the Fuehrer at 
fever heat. 

Germany’s economic and financial posi- 
tion has been, and still is, pretty desperate. 
All Dr. Schacht’s ingenuity has been 
unable to cope with the growing disparity 
between wages and price-levels, and if the 
Irish visitor, affluent in possession of his 
Reisemark, finds Germany one of the 
cheapest and most delightful countries in 
Europe, the German working man, to 
whom a mark is a mark, and not some- 
thing like half-a-crown, has a vastly 
different story to tell: Herr Hitler, with 
the exceedingly efficient help of Dr. 
Goebbels, has been able to keep the 
popular mind off these rather awkward 
questions, simply. because he has provided 
the people with a regular supply of well- 
timed “‘sensations.”” The Reichstag fire 
gave his party a splendid start. Then 
came the dramatic trial at Leipzig, with 
its cinema arrangements, its broadcasting, 
and its perfectly rehearsed speeches, 
Afterwards there were the Saar plebiscite, 
the elections in Danzig—which somehow 
failed to come up to expectations—and a 
number of other equally well-organised 
“stunts.” In addition to all these dis- 
tractions, the Hitler-Goebbels partnership 
denounced the Treaty of Versailles—that 
hated “ Diktat,’’ which was anathema to 
every German ; re-introduced conscription, 
thereby giving the people a new pride in 
their military strength, and re-occupied 
the demilitarised zone along the Rhine 
without as much as “by your leave” to 
the other Powers. This last coup was a 
stroke of real genius. It fired the 
enthusiasm of the entire German race, 
because it proved to the people that. Herr 
Hitler had contrived to frighten all 
Europe, and that, at long last, the 
German Michel was prepared to take cn 
all-comers once again. It is impossible 
not to admire the energy and the single- 
mindedness of the men who have brought 
about this condition of affairs in Germany. 
One may loathe and detest everything for 
which National Socialism stands; one 
may dread the results of Herr Hitler’s 


desperate policy ; but, when all is said and 


done, the German people have acquired a 
new, if dangerous, respect for themselves, 
and no longer can be left out of Europe's 
reckoning. i 

From the German point of view these 
results of the Nazi Administration are 
excellent. - From the point of view of the 


world's peace, they are not quite so good. |

effective end to all treaties. In his scheme 
of things the will of the Fwehrer is the 
supreme law, and he has gone farther even 
than his Italian prototype to show his 
contempt for a contract.

slovakia will remain. Nobody outside the 
charmed circle knows what the next move 
is likely to be. Almost certainly it will 
be something theatrical; but we should 
imagine that Herr Hitler will think twice 
before he does anything that might 
provoke his neighbours to war. To give 
him his due, we do not believe that he 
wants another war. He was blinded in 
the last struggle, and we yet have to meet 
an old soldier on any side who is anxious 
to repeat his war experiences. His whole 
policy, however, is directed towards the 
compulsion of Europe to grant his desires. 
He and his supporters take the view that, 
if they create a sufficiently large and well- 
equipped fighting machine, all the other 
nations will take fright, and Germany will 
be able to satisfy her needs without the 
loss of a drop of blood. It is an interest- 
ing theory; but all history is against it. 
The Germans are not the only proud 
people in Europe, and resistance to Herr 
Hitler’s bullying tactics might come from: 
the most unexpected quarters. We are 
convinced that his policy will lead even- 
tually to war, and that all Europe will be 
dragged into it. In the meanwhile, we 
may be sure that the speeches at Nurem- 
berg this week will be full of peaceful 
protestations, and that the Nazis will be 
represented as a party of dove-like 
creatures, longing for the quiet life. In 
the background of all the pomp and 
circumstance, however, will stalk the ugly 
spectre of war. Germany has made force 
her god; and her false philosophy can 
have but one result. 


Irish Broadcasting 


Mr. Frank Gallagher, Assistant Director 
of Broadcasting, had welcome news for 
the Irish Radio Traders’ Association 
when he spoke at their annual dinner last 
night. The number of licence-holders in 
the Free State—and, therefore, the number 
of people who are using wireless sets and 
equipment—has grown in a really remark- 
able manner within the last few months. 
Last year the total was 68,000, but it rose 
to 81,000 by the beginning of this year, 
and at the present moment it stands at 
92,000. Mr. Gallagher hopes that it may 
have reached 100,000 before 1936 is over, 
and, indeed, the present rate of progress 
should bring it very near that total. As 
might have been expected, the increased 
use of wireless has not been uniform 
throughout the country, and its popu- 
larity still is far greater in the cities and 
large towns than in the country districts. 
Dublin, for example, has one licence- 
holder to every 13.5 of the population, 
and. in Leinster, as a whole, the propor- 
tion is 1 to 21. This figure shrinks to 
1 to 9% for Munster, 1 to 101 for the 
three Ulster counties, and 1 to 127 for 
Connaught. Still, the significant point is 
that the total, though small enough in 
comparison with many other countries, is 
risigg rapidly. For this result Radio 
Athlone cannot take all the credit. There 
would be mafly thousands of wireless sets 
in the Free State if the native station 
did not exist at all; for many users take 
out a licence mainly in order to enjoy 
the programmes which come from Great 
Britain and the Continent. Nevertheless, 
one can trace a definite connection between 
the recent improvement in Free State. 
broadcasting and the recent increase in: 
the number of, licence-holders, and it is 
quite evident that the new policy has 
quickened public interest in broadcasting. 
Before Dr. Kiernan took control the Free 
State programmes were less than in. 
adequate, but even the most resolute critics 
will not deny that there has been a con- 
siderable change for the better since that 
time., Even now, it is true, Athlone will 


not stand serious comparison with some 


of the other high-power stations in 
Europe; but it is not fair to judge it by 
the standard of such bodies as the British 
Broadcasting Corporation. If their pro- 
grammes are better, it is partly because 
they can count on an enormous revenue 
from licence-holders, and can afford to 
pay for fine orchestras and well-known 
speakers. The Free State authorities, if 
they are to cut their coat according to 
the cloth, must be content with a more 
modest result, and the public cannot 
reasonably grumble unless they go about 
their work unintelligently or wastefully. 
There were grounds for complaint in the 
past, but now the service has improved, 
and the reform is beginning to bring its 
own reward. The better the Free State 
programmes become, the more people will 
be inclined to take out licences; and the 
increase of licence-holders, in its turn, 
will provide the money for better pro- 
grammes,

South Africa and lreland 


South Africa affords yet another 
parallel to Ireland. For some time past 
quiet efforts have been made to bring the 
two Rhodesias, Southern and Northern, 
into the Union of South Africa. These 
two regions at present are under the 
jurisdiction of the Colonial Office, and 
profess themselves completely satisfied 
with their status as colonies. They have 
no desire for incorporation in the Union, 
largely because they are, upon the whole, 
more loyal to Great Britain, and fear 
that, under Pretoria, ‘hey might find 
themselves part of a South African Re- 
public. at some future date. Lately, 
indeed, a league has been constituted to 


-keep the Rhodesias out of the Union; 
and feeling has grown so high that the | 


Parliament of ‘Southern Rhodesia has 
gone so far as to approve amalgamation 
with Northern Rhodesia under a (Con- 
stitution which would grant the new State 
self-government—entirely, as we gather, 
to defeat the Union’s object. It appears 
that this growth of feeling has convinced 
South Africa’s leaders that there is no 
hope of unity.

stand in much the same relation towards 


South Africa that Northern Ireland main- 
tains towards the Free State. The hopes 
and fears of either State in regard to the 
other are similar; and, it is pleasant to 
recall, Free State Ministers recently have 
given similar pledges of ‘‘non-inter- 
ference’’ with the North. We hope that 
these utterances will engender, both in 
Africa and in Ireland, a spirit of mutual 
trust and good-will which eventually will 
sweep away all barriers.

If, twenty years ago, one had mentioned

Before psychology was dis- 
covered the Post Office might have put up 
notices reading: ‘‘ Don’t Draw,’ or 
“ Mind that Pencil ”; or they might have 
lined ‘their kiosks with some material 
which could not be marked. Without 
psychology the officials were condenfned to 
be peremptory; but, now that everybody 
has a portion, or a section, or a bit of 
psychology, the officials provide every 
telephone box with a mirror, and the 
scribblers ceased to scribble by magic. In 
addition, they do not realise that they 
have ceased to damage the property of 
the G.P.O., so that all parties concerned 
are more than delighted. It was truly a 
clever scheme this mirror thing; for 
nothing is more absorbing to mankind than 
the astounding sight of its own face. 
Provided that he is not caught in the 
embarrassing act, man will spend hours 
in contemplation of his own features. (We 
make no mention of women, because to do 
so would be superfluous.) He will view 
himself from the available angles, and 
then begin to experiment with dreadful 
faces. In specially bad cases he may try 
the effect of holding his tie in his teeth, 
brushing his hair on end, and staring at 
himself with wide open, horror-stricken 
eyes. It is a form of mania which grows 
upon one with excessive speed; and we 
hope that, while the mirrors have put a 
stop to scribbling, they may not breed a 
nation of looking-glass addicts, with the 
‘addicts’ habit of practising new faces in 
public.

No reply has yet been 
received from Portugal in response to the 
invitation, but there is still a hope that 
that country will be represented. Mr. 
Eden is making &a very good recovery 
from chicken-pox, and is keeping in close 
touch with the Foreign Office ty telephone. 
If his progress continues he hopes to he 
able to attend the meetings of the Council 
and Assembly of the League of Nations at 
Geneva this month. 


Mr. Nurock’s Escape 


Mr. Nurock, Assistant Secretary and 
Clerk to the Palestine Executive Counci!, 
whose life was attempted to-day by an 
Arab, was born in Dublin, where he ha‘ 
a brilliant career as a classical scholar at 
Dublin University. Mr. Nurock has been 
an official in Palestine for nineteen years, 
having been Assistant Secretary to Sir 
Herbert Samuel, the -first High Com- 
missioner, and continuing to hold that 
post under Sir “Herbert” Samuel's 
successors. He had a wonderful escape. 
as shots were fired at him and a com- 
panion from an automatic revolver, but 
he had the presence of mind to throw him- 
self flat on the ground and the bullets 
passed over him. 


Unrest in India 


During the past few weeks there has 
been a revival of the usual seasonal unrest 
among the turbulent tribes of the “ orth- 
West Frontier of India. « Mahsuds, 
Afridis and Mohmands are giving the 
authorities considerable trouble by their 
lawless activities. That the authorities 
do not intend to be caught napping is 
apparent by the fact that it has been 
decided that the garrison on the North- 
West Frontier shall be strengthened. The 
revolt among the Arabs in Palestine has 
had its repercussions among the Moham- 
medans of the Frontier, these having been 
inflamed by stories of the ill-treatment of 
Arabs by British forces. It is. scarcely 
likely that there will be serious trouble, 
however, as since bombing from aeroplanes 
became a means of punishing a tribe by 
destroying its villages native risings have 
been more easily dealt with. Another deci- 
sion is that travellers who normally use 


the Khyber Pass are to be diverted, so 


that the troops, who have a difficult task 
in that unpleasant neighbourhood, will 
not have more trouble thrust upon them. 


France s Ambassadors 


The French Government before long 
will make a number of changes im its 
Diplomatic Service, and several Ambas- 
dane will have to go into retirement on 
the lowering of the retiring age for such 
officials. . In Paris it is held that many of 
the senior officials in the Service are quite 
out of sympathy with the foreign policy 
of the Government, which tar a 
democratic ‘in principle, whereas the 
personnel of the French Corps Diplo- 
matique is inclined to Conservatism. It 
would cause no surprise in the circum- 
stances should a departure be made :n 
the appointment of politicians to the more 
important Embassies, giving men in sym- 
pathy with the Left views of M. Blum's 
Ministry an opportunity of showing what 
they can do. 


Bank of England Gains 


It has been stated in several quarters 
of late that there were very considerab!e 
sums of French gold in this country, the 
property of hoarders; but it seems on 
inquiry among the money authorities in 
the City that, while quantities of gold 
held by the Bank of England and the 
Exchange Fund are very large, they are 
not so large as guesswork has made them. 
This country certainly has been growing 
richer ia recent years by the transfer of 
foreign funds into British ownership, and 
it is notable that one of the results of the 
exodus of wealthy people from Germany 
Wes a great accretion of money in British 
banks, where it is likely to remain. 
Many German citizens who have taken up 
residence here have cehsed to plan a return 
to Germany, and thus much of the wealth 
formerly held here as temporary foreign 
balances will never return across the sea, 
as its owners have followed it into exile. 


Abyssinian Operations 


The Italians have commenced opera- 
tions to bring the outlying districts of 
Abyssinia remaining under native control 
into their hands. The forces, which are 
composed mainly of Eritrean troops, 
under Italian officers, and Abyssinian 
units, under Ras Hailu, marched off from 
Addis Ababa yesterday, the rains having 
come to an end. Ras Hailu, who is to 
command the native levies, first 
tinguished himself in Italian eyes by 
heading a revolt behind ithe Abyssinian 
lines in Gogam during the war. ‘He is 
the son of the man: who seriously 
threatened the throne of; Haile Selassic, 
until he was overcome by the Emperor 
and imprisoned. When the Emperor lc/t 
the country the old Ras, complete! 
— was brought out of prison and 
freed from his chains.

REINFORCEMENTS. 


The constitution of the reinforcement to 
Palestine has not yet been officially 
announced, but last night’s statement that 
a division will be sent is taken to mean 
that the whole of the lst Division, in- 
cluding the members of Reserve A, who 
were called up last week, will leave for 
Palestine shortly. 

When the Government’s intention to 
consider the question of reinforcements 
was first announced last week it was stated 
that any additional troops which might 
be sent would be taken from the 1st Divi- 
sion, which is at present at Aldershot. 
Major-General Charles Clement Armitage, 
D.S.O., has been commander of the Ist 
Division, Aldershot Command, since 
February last. 

It was announced at Aldershot yester 
day that from Saturday next Brigadier 
G. W. Mvade will take over command and 
administration of the details of the Ist 
Division at Aldershot. ‘‘ Details ” is the 
military term for the officers and men who 
remain behind when a move of this descrip. 
tion takes place and who occupy the 
barracks until the return of their regi- 
ments. Brigadier Meade at present 
commands the Ist Divisional Artillery, 
which is not affected by the move. 

Drafts of the 1st Battalion Coldstream 
Guards from Windsor and of the 2nd 
Battalion Coldstream Guards from 
Wellington Barracks, London, arrived at 
Aldershot by train yesterday, and joined 
the 3rd Battalion Coldstream Guards, who 
form part of the 1st Guards’ Brigade. 

The first troops are expected to leave for 
Palestine on Friday next. 

Reinforcements consisting of a division 
will more than double the strength of the 
military forces now in Palestine. 

Palestine, it is understood, will bear the 
additional burden of. the additional ex- 
penditure about to be incurred through 
military reinforcements. The principle 
that has bh applied up to now in appor- 
tioning the costs of additional military 
assistance is that Army funds bear the 
normal expenses of the troops, and the 
Palestine Government pavs such addi- 
tional cost as is incurred through the 
various units being in Palestine. This 
principle, it is learned, will govern the 
apportionment of costs in respect of the 
reinforcements that are about to be sent 
to Palestine.

“We were,” declared the Minister, 
on the edge of a precipice, but we suc- 
ceeded in taking action just in time.

Forty light tanks (or, for that 
matter, forty svicante-quinze guns) would 
take Huesca to-morrow, but they do not 
happen to be there, and the Government 
is waiting until it can transfer enough 
artillery from other parts of the front. 
As a matter of fact, the presence of only 
a very few field-guns on Mount Aragon 
has already held up the .Government’s 
advance on the town, and has driven the 
Militia back from Sietamo. 

The Government, for its part, does not 
seem to have enough guns even to silence

Aragon front had struck a very quiet patch 
at the time of our visit. Now and then 
a shell will land amongst any group of 
Militta-men who are rash enough to stand 
against the skyline, or an aeroplane wil] 
announce its presence with a more or less 
unexpected bomb, but on the whole the 
Aragon front represents potential rather 
than actual slaughter.

The car went across the footpath and struck 
the front wall of a dwelling-house, and 
then skidded broadside along the footpath 
for a distance of from seventy to eighty 
feet towards the Town Hall. Witness

SHORN OF POWER 

Mr. Kelly, in. proposing his resolution, 
said -that he knew of no capital city im 
Europe or America where a Corporation was 
deprived of its full municipal powers. It 
was a strange thing that they had to wait 
until their own Goverument came into power 
before they were suppressed, and later re- 
stored, shorn of all their powers. A number 
of members went back to the Corporation in 
1930 for one reason only—because thé hous- 
ing. question in Dublin had not been pro- 
perly..dealt with. Otherwise they would 
never have gone back to perform the duties 
of a Council that was so curtailed of its 
power under an Act of Parliament passed in 
their own legislature.. 

The Act of 1930 provided for the appoint- 
ment by the Council of a City Manager and 
Town Clerk, but there was no word in 
relation to the powers of the city govern- 
ment. So far as housing, public health, and 
other local services were concerned, these 
fwere reserved for the Cit; Manager. Every- 
thin os related to the practical manage- 
ment of the city was in the hands of the 
City ‘Manager, and it might easily have 
happened that the Corporation would have 
been simply a iubber stamp, called two or 
three times a year to pass resolutions, 

Fortgnately, the first City Manager was a 
man of ability and a statesman, and he as- 
similated the Council in the discharge of the 
duties that he alone controlled. But had 
they any proof that the man who would 
succeed him would act in the same way? 
He had always believed that they had power 
to dismiss the City Manager and to appoint 
@ man in his place, but when it came to the 
point they found that they had no power 
at all in the matter. If they could not find 
s man to proceed in the footsteps of the 
present Manager the position should be 
abolished.

Students from all parts 
of the world frequently crowded the gallerv 
at Leeds General Infirmary when he operated, 
Throughout his life Lord Moynihan took a 
deep interest in that hospital, and although 
he received extremely large fees for opera- 
tions on péople of means he was always ready 
to give the poor people of Leeds the benefit 
of his skill. | 

In his supporc of euthanasia he was greatly 
innuenced by a case in Yorkshire in recent 
years of a mother who was sentenced to death 
for killing ner helpless imbecile son when she 
feared that she would not recover from a 
serious operation. She was reprieved, and 
subsequently freed. 

Among Lord Moynihan’s other accomplish- 
ments was that of public speaking. Intimate 
friends called him “Silver-tongued Moyni- 
han,” for he was an unusually brilliant orator 
on any Occasion, but more particularly as an

He saw No. 31 car 
at the pillar box, and reckoned that it 
was a foot or eighteen inches from the 
kerb on the left-hand side of the road. 
The car skidded to the right, went 
straight across the road, and struck the 
lamp-post. Witness saw the glass of the 
lamp falling in front of the car, but, 
owing to the crowd in front of him, could 
not say how many people were struck. 
That was practically the last witness saw 
of the car. When the car mounted the 
footpath it broke the rope. 


DASH ALONG FOOTPATH 


The next witness was William Irvine, 
Mill street, Newtownards, two of whose 
brothers-in-law died from injuries. He 
said that he was about eighteen feet away 
from the lamp standard which was subse- 
quently knocked down. He saw No. 31 
car coming through the bridge and down by 
the pillar box, well in on its own side. Five 
or six yards after passing the box it 
swerved to the right, and travelled a 
distance of forty Bin. a at an angle of forty- 
five degrees, striking the wen. set on the 
right-hand side. The car then travelled 
for about seven more yards on the footpath 
and struck a private house. It then 
glanced off the house and proceeded along- 
side the private houses for eight or nine 
yards, knocking people down in its course. 
Witness hel to lift the lamp-post off 
two men. 

Dr. Robert Dougal, house surgeon in 
Ards District Hospital, said that the boy 
Wilson was dead on admission. Death was 
due to compression of the brain.

SAINTS WRONGLY 
IDENTIFIED

Forty-six pages—twenty-three folios—of 
the world-famous Book of Kells are never 
seen by the ordinary visitors to the Library 
of Trinity College, Dublin. They ‘are not 
in the book which rests in its glass case in 
the Library, but nobody seems to know why 
they were omitted when the Book was bound 
more than a century ago. At the present 
time these pages are in the keeping of the 
Librarian of Trinity College. 

It was Dr. John Carroll Broderick, a 
Canadian, practising as an architect in the 
United States, who disclosed this fact to 
me yesterday. He has made other dis- 
coveries, too, in addition to confirming the 
well-established belief that there was a very 
early civilisation in this country. Some of 
his views probably will create a good-deal 
of controversy. 

Dr. Broderick has been in Ireland for 
several months copying parts of the famous 
Book of Kells in preparation for a series of 
lectures upon it and upon Irish art gener- 
ally, which he proposes to give in big Ameri- 
can cities during the coming winter. His 
idea is to arouse interest in the early Irish 
art and culture, and I gathered from his con 
versation that his ultimate object is to have 
Ireland represented with the other countries 
in Radio City, New York. : 


IN NATIONAL GALLERY 


My interview with Dr. Broderick began 
in the Library of Trinity College, where he 
was explaining something about the Book of 
Kells to a few visitors, and finished up in 
the National Gallery, where four of his 
large oil paintings (copies of pages in the 
Book) are on exhibition. 

He first saw the Book of Kells during a 
visit to Ireland six years ago with the 
famous American archzologist, the late 
Kingsley Porter. Since that time, with the 
aid of photographs, he has been trying to 
reconstruct. the book—some pages of which 
are virtually illegible. He wants to restore 
these pages in his work according to his own 
ideas, but subject to a kind of censorship by 
officials of “Trinity College Library, the 
National Museum, and similar bodies. 

Dr. Broderick claims that certain parts 
of the title page are not the work of the 
original artist, and is making ‘‘ corrections ” 
(in his own paintings) after consultation with 
authorities on the subject. 


SAINTS’ PICTURES . 


Westwood is probably one of the best- 
known authorities on the Book of Kells, 
but Dr. Broderick disagrees with him on 
many points. Westwood has designated one 
icture as, that of St. Matthew. Dr. 
roderick says that it represents St. Mark, 
and gives reasons for his belief. .Westwood’s

Opinion, most certainly a picture of St. 


John, while the “St. John” portrait, he 
says, undoubtedly represents Christ. 

This American investigator pointed out 
that previous commentators on the Book of 
Kells have expressed the theological point 
of view; he believes that he is the first 
artist to make a really close study and com- 
mentary of the work. 

There is no doubt that Dr. Broderick is 
an enthusiast about “the book. He declares 
that it reveals the existence of a very early 
Irish civilisation. ‘‘If the Book was pro- 
duced in the seventh or eighth century then 
there must have been an Irish civilisation 
centuries before that time in order that such 
wonderful culture and art should have been 
revealed in it,” he said. Of course, a 
rumour to that effect had been in existence 
for a few centuries. 

When Dr. Broderick showed me the outline 
plans of some of the pages which he has 
already prepared, it was really easy to agree 
with his point of view (that of an architect) 
that they represented plansofachurch and a 
monastery—but, of course, I am not an ex- 
pert on these matters. 

His lectures on the Book. in the. United 
States will undoubtedly be interesting, but 
I believe that the ‘‘hares” Dr. Broderick 
18 raising among those interested in ancient 
Trish art here at home will be far more 
entertaining. 


UNLICENSED BULLS 


——— 
DEPARTMENT’S STRONG 


DRIVE 


A strong driv» against the keeping of 
unlicensed bulls is being made by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. ‘This is evidenced 
by the large number of recent prosecutions 
under the Live Stock Breeding Act, and. 
judging from a circular which the Minister 
for Agriculture has now caused to be sent 
to cattle dealers, victuallers and other per- 
sons interested in the buying and selling of 
cattle, it is apparently intended to enforce 
the provisions of the Act in future in the 


| strictest manner possible. 


In the circular referred to, it is pointed 
out that under the Live Stock Breeding Act, 
it is an offence, punishable on summary con- 
viction by a penalty not exceeding £20, for 


3 | any person to keep, or have in his posses- 


sion, an unlicensed bull; and failure to facili- 
tate inquiries in regard to the ownership or 
keeping of such bulls may also entail a sub- 
stantial penalty. : 

The purchaser oí a licensed bull who does 
not apply for a transfer of licence is deemed 
to be in possession of an unlicensed bull, and 
is, therefore, liable to prosecution. 

Licensed bulls are tattooed on the right 
ear with a combination of letters and num- 


T8, 

Rejected bulls are tottooed on the right 
ear with a capital letter R. 

Bulls which are not earmarked have not 
been inspected, and are, therefore, un- 
licensed. 

The prospective buyer of any bull should, 
accordingly, first ascertain by an examination 
of the animal’s right ear whether it has been 
licensed or rejected. Prospective purchasers 
of rejected bulls are advised not to purchase 
such animals unless it is intended to have 
them slaughteréd immediately.

DUBLIN VISIT OF THE BISHOP 


OF SOUTHAMPTON 


In the summer of 1937, ten years after the 
World Conference on Faith and Order at 
Lausanne, official delegates from all the non- 
Roman Churches are meeting in Edinburgh 
for further discussion on reunion. The inter- 
vening years have confronted the Churches in 
almost every country with fresh problems and 
difficulties, and have stressed the urgent 
necessity of a united Christian front. 

An unofficial body, known as the Friends 
of Reunion, was formed three years ago in 
order to create an informed and enthusiastic 
public opinion in regard to the Faith and 
Order movement. The Bishop of Southamp- 
ton recently succeeded the Bisho of Coventry 
as Chairman of the Friends of Reunion, and 
has consented to give up a portion of his 
holiday to addressing a series of meetings in 
Ireland. 

On, Friday, September 18th, Dr. Karney 
will address in Belfast a laymen’s meeting, a 
clerical meeting, at which the Moderator of 
the Presbyterian Church will preside, and a 
public meeting, when the Bishop of Down will 
be in the chair. 

On Sunflay afternoon, September 20th, he 
will preach in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, 
and in the evening at the Missions to Seamen 
Service. A public meeting will be held in the 
Diocesan Hall, Upper Baggot street, on Tues- 
day, September 22nd, at 8 p.m., at which Dr. 
Macaulay will be the chairman, and a clerical 
luncheon has been arranged for the following 
day. 

Dr. Karney, who was for ten years Bishop 
of Johannesburg, formed while there a united 
Christian Council, and has, therefore, a wide 
and varied experience of the reunion move- 
ment at home and abroad.

YING as the conditions were at Port- 
marnock -for the stroke competition on 
Saturday they were pleasant in com- 
parison to those with which the competitors 
in the first round of the Open.

Half a gale of wind swept across the links 
from the west, and but for the fortunate 
circumstance that the rain was spasmodic 
instead of continuous, as on the day when 
George Duncan won the Irish Open title with 
his Fs seggrmmene last round of 74, the day 
could. be compared in its severity with that 
afternoon. Occasional showers drenched the 
players, and the velocity of the wind seemed 
to increase rather than abate as the da 
wore on. Indeed, but for the sunshine which 
broke through after the rain the conditions 
would have been well-nigh impossible. They 
affected every stroke; even on the putting 
greens they were using up three and four 
strokes—and they were good, true greens— 
and I heard of players of international re- 
pute taking nine and ten for the leng 
thirteenth. The big hitters were really at 
times hitting them out of sight; when the 
wind got hold of a loosely hit ball they did 


not see it again. 


WOOLLAM ALMOST BEATEN 


Only the sturdiest of the players could 
retain, their foothold on the teeing grounds ; 
one was swept off his legs on the first tee as 
he was coming on to the ball, which finished 
half a dozen yards in front of him. and 
several others, unbalanced by the wind, hit 
their drives are fat as the garden. Stretched 
to 6,900 yards for this championship, .the 
course “ete an exceptional test: but, as 
might have been expected, the bulk of the 
golf was so so in quality. , 
_There were realty no surprises; but $. K. 
Neill, the Ulster interprovincial Rugby 
player, went within an ace of springing one 
in his match with the former English cham- 
pion, John Woollam, who had to go to the 
nineteenth to win. But it was a fortunate 
victory for the Englishman, who was practi- 
er presented with the match at the home 
e.

He played a few more 
there, and lost the hole that he leoked like 
at least halving after the drives. At the 
nineteenth the Englishman hit two splendid 
shots, the second past the flag, and from 
almost the back of the green holed the 
putt for a ó and the match. It was just such 
another finish as Neill staged in his match 
with John Burke at the nineteenth. at Castle- 
rock in the Irish Close.

Possibly the best golf of fine. day was pro- 
duced by Burke against J. Cumirg, of 
Hooton, whom the native champion finished 
off at the fourteenth. Hitting the ball beanti- 
fully, he reached the turn in an approximate 
38 for a three holes? lead, and for the four- 
teen holes, had they been played out, he 
would have had a score of two over fours— 
capital golf in the circumstances. As a matter 
of fact, so well was he playing that the 
match was virtually over at the ninth, 

One .of the cross-Channel entrants hit on 
a novel plan for playing the ninth.

E limitations of the common law in 
| relation to the use of roads for traffic 
es were the subject of remarks 
by District Justice Little yesterday at 
Dublin District Court, when William 
O’Dwyer, licensed trader, 3 Irwin street, Kil- 
mainham, was remanded for a week on bail, 
charged with the manslaughter of Thomas 
O'Reilly, a Great Southern Railways miles- 
man, of Ballycarron, Enfield, on Saturday 
afternoon. 

Inspector Flanagan stated that the deceased 
man was cycling towards the city, and was 
knocked down by the motor car of the 
defendant at the junction of Cabra and 
Quarry roads. 

Mr. Little said that the Newtownards 
tragedy on Saturday called for two expres- 
sions—sympathy with the mourning and a re- 
statement of the common law concerning the 
user of the public road. The latter was, he 
felt, his duty as a magistrate. i 

“By the common law of the land,” said 
the Justice, “ the dedication of roads to the 
public is of a limitéd character. It is a 
dedication, not by any local authority, but 
by ancient custom to each man, woman and 
child equally to go about his or her busi- 
}ness or pleasure in such a manner that the 
user shall not, further than for such pur- 
pose, impede the like user of the road by 
every other man, woman or child. No public 
authority, organisation or Government de- 
partment or association, for policy or pleasure, 
holds any prior or superior power of user; 
and public processions, meetings, picketing 
for trade disputes, sporting or racing events, 
are violations of the limited user as of right 
by any member of the general public, and 
as such are contrary to the common 
law, and answerable as a common 
law indictable misdemeanour under the 
definition of a common nuisance, and 
the Road Traffic Act has provided 
summary sanctions against nuisances of the 
road. It has not repealed the common law, 
and without express repeal, that law does 
not cease.

Mr. O'Sullivan, D.J., said that motorists 
must realise.that the sounding of a horn was 
not sufficient and that they were not entitled 
to run people down. A man might stand in 
the middle of the road, but the blowing of 
a horn did not entitle a motorist to run him 
down. He could take a summons against 
him for obstruction.

‘Tt is, no doubt, the duty—a duty as yet 
unrecognised by the public authorities and 
Government departments—to provide enclo- 
sures suitably appointed and dedicated to 
the exelnsive use of the public for public 
meetiggs, and if so desired, for what are 
called ‘speed’ or ‘dirt tracks.’ This duty 
I shall insist on restating; for to act other- 
wise would be to counsel and countenance a 
false and foolish practice; to expect 
reverence for the law where the collusion of 
this Court would belie its existence.” ,

THE DUN LAOGHAIRE 
PROPOSAL 


The question of providing a large swim- 
ming tank for Dun Laoghaire was again 
discussed at the Borough Council last 
night. 

The matter arose when Mr. P. Fitzgerald 
called attention to a recent announcement 
in the Press that £60,000 was to be spent 
towards this object. 

Mr. J. P. Dooge (chairman) said that 
about three years ago several members 
had gone to England and inspected various 
seaside resorts there in search of informa- 
tion and ideas with regard to the construc- 
tion of a swimming tank for Dun 
Laoghaire. They had presented an ex- 
haustive report, but the scheme was to 
have cost about £90,000 or £100,000. The 
scheme had since been reconsidered by the 
Borough Manager and the Borough 
Surveyor, who had come to the conclusion 
that about £60,000 was as much as the 
rates could bear for it. The orjginal loca- 
tion of the site would be altered, and they 
hoped to present a scheme that would be 
central to the borough. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that no scheme in 
Dun Laoghaire would be central for 
Dalkey. They should have a pool con- 
structed in Dalkey similar to that in Bray. 

Mr. W. Rollins was of opinion that 
£60,000 was not sufficient for the construc- 
tion of a swimming tank. He would 
prefer that they spent £100,000, or even 
£200,000, upon a proper scheme. 

The matter dropped.

FOR AUGUST

Another reduction in the British unemploy- 
ment figures—this time of 38,132—is shown 
in the returns for August, published last 
night. This brings the total down to 
1,615,940, the lowest for over six years, and 
represents the seventh consecutive decrease 
this year. | 

The month’s drop in the workless total 
would have been much greater, he said, but 
for the exceptionally iarge batch of school- 
leavers (over 19,000) who had come on the 
registers at the end of the summer term. 

e numbers of insured persons in work, 
exclusive of agricultural workers, are given 
in the returns as approximately 10,961, 
66,000 more than a month before and 500,000 
more than a year ago, 

The substantial increase in employment be- 
tween July 20 and August 24 was not con- 
fined to the coal mining industry. ‘ There was 
also some improvement in boot and shoe 
manufacture and in the building, public 
works, contracting and general engineeri 
industry. On the other , omer there was a 
decline in employment in the tailoring and 
distributive trades. 

_The numbers of unemployed on the re- 
gisters at August 24 were 1,297,596 wholl 
unemployed, 244,874 temporarily topped, 
and 71,470 normally in casual employment. 
This makes the total of 1,613,940, which is a 
drop of @34,024 on the figure in the cor- 
responding month a year ago. 

e August total comprised 1,255,006 men, 
58.325 boys, 246,307 women, and 54,302 girls. 

The exact increase of boys and girls on 

the registers during the month was 19,227.

the remarkable technique of its 
architecture is not the principal reason for 
the extraordinary interest the Ulm Minster 
possesses for the visitor. Its most potent 
charm lies in the realm of history and art. 


T highest church steeple in the world 


Ulm was a model rage WM! in medieval | 


Germany. Its form of local government 
administration served as a pattern for a 
great number of the city republics of that 
period. Because of the united spirit of its 
old burghers, the capability of its govern- 
ment, and the far-seeing wisdom of its 
merchants, Ulm took a leading rank as a 
powerful political centre and as a cradle 
of art among the cities of Southern Germany. 


BUILT BY CITIZENS 


It was not the princes, spiritual and 
temporal, who erected in the free sur of 
Ulm the largest church anywhere south of 
the Main, but the citizens, with their spirit 
of self-sacrifice and their devotion to the 
fine arts. The corner-stone of the Minster 
was laid on June 30th, 1377, and thanks to 
the constant interest and support of the 
citizens, the building grew rapidly. Their 

enerosity enabled the city to engage the 
eading architects and sculptors of the day 
in the construction of the Minster. oe 

Three of the great masters of the artistic 
dynasty of Parles—famous for their works 
in Gmuend and Prague—took a part in the 
directing of the building. Later, these were 
followed by such celebrities as the master 
builder of Strasbourg Cathedral, Ulrich 
von Ensingen ; his sons, Maidhiútií his grand- 
son, Moriz; his son-in-law, Hans Kun, and 
the latter's grandson, Kaspar. Uhrich 
altered the original plan of a long edifice 
with three naves of equal dimensions, by 
making out of the central nave a basilica 
of the type used in the Gothic cathedrals. 
It was Ulrich’s grandson, Moriz, who com- 
pleted the arches over the central nave in 
1471. 


DISCERNIBLE CHANGES 


The gradual changes which took place in 
architectural style are clearly discernible in 
the structure of the Ulm Minster. The 
romantic extravagance of the early nineteenth 
century, with its eccentric fondness for -old 
German art, gave the final impulse which 
resulted in the completion of the edifice. 
About 1880 the 162-metre spire was finally 
finished. 

In the richness and beauty of its 
ornamental figures, the Ulm Minster is 
reckoned among the most sublime, artistic 
creations of all time. From the abundance 
of master works of sculpture, two specimens 
stand out with special prominence—namely, 
the “ Man of Sorrows,’’ over the main portal, 
and the Minster Choir. Multscher, who 
created from hard stone the touching figure 
of the “Man of Sorrows,’’ and Syrlin, who 
attained the acme of perfection in wood- 
carving in the choir, have both made their 
names immortal through these works of art. 
The “Man of Sorrows’’ was a motif much 
employed at that period as one of the most 
realistic s núdail deolelbeas of the Christ 
figure. Maltscher’s work far surpasses his 
contemporaries in the conception of the 
motif, which he interprets as not merely as 
a symbolic portrayal of aloofness from and 
supremacy over this world, but also as an 
expression of the human being of medieval 
days in his spiritual struggle to find true 
salvation. That this conception shines 
vividly out from a figure which at first 
sight seems to be a striking portrayal of 
Our Saviour’s Passion, reveals the remark- 
able genius of Multscher. 


A UNIQUE CHOIR 


The Choir of the Minster, done by Jérg 
Syrlin the Elder (1469-74), is unique both 
in its great size and its artistic splendour. 
The figures, arranged in three tiers, one 
above the other, represent the three stages 
of development in Christian teaching. On 
the lowest tier, the figures portray the fore- 
boding of salvation as seen by the ancient 
heathens; on the reverse wall, the prophecy- 
ing of salvation among the Jews, and 
then, on the opposite side, salvation’s 
fulfilment in Christ. On the “ men’s side ”’ 
of these scenes, the figures are of ancient 
wise men, Jewish prophets, and Christain 
saints. On the “‘ women’s side ” the figures 
represent the sibylls of ancient heathendom, 
female characters from the Old Testament, 
and female saints of the. Christian era. 
These figures are remarkably life-like, and 
dressed in the costumes of the period in 
which Syrlin lived, though transposed from 
ordinary burgher types into a more ideal 
form. There is Quintilian, for instance— 
perhaps the figure of a fifteemth centu 
priest. Or Cicero—not a true rtrait 
of the old Roman senator, but a rman 
Councilman—and, of course, an _ orator! 
In one corner there is a bust which is 
especially life-like, with an almost dramatic 
vitality in every feature of the face. This 
is no less than Master Syrlin himself! On 
the arms of the chairs and on the miseri- 
cordias are figures of grotesque children at 
play, fighting dragons with dogs’ heads, 
and other fabulous animals. In spite, how- 
ever, of the great variety of individual 
figures and decorative ornaments, the whole 
choir stalls present a still and noble entity. 

Another costly part of this wonderful 
building is the spire, which as eternal 
witness of the splendour of the old German 
city, and the piety of its founders, lifts its 
head higher than any other cathedral or 
church in the world.

unfit for human consumption, and for having 
exposed for salé on August 8th 10lb. of pork 
products, which were aa. unsound food and 
unfit for human consumption.~ 

{nspector M. D'Arcy stated that the meat 
was unfit for human consumption, and he had 
got an order for its destruction. 

In reply to Mr. T. B. McGarry, who de- 
fended, the witness said the defendant had 
informed him that he had told an assistant 
to throw the meat out. The barrel, the de- 
fendant told him, had been delivered fresh 
Witness believed that the 
meat had been in pickle for a considerable 
time, and had not gone bad only that morn- 


ing. 

Nir. J. R. Sheehy, Veterinary Inspector, 
said that the meat did not look merchantable 
and was unfit for human consumption. He 
did not think it went bad only that morning. 

Cross-examined, he said it was probably 
bad on the previous day. 

Mr. J. N. Murphy, Inspector, said that the 
pork products smelled of patrefaction, and 
the meat in the barrel was bad, he thought, 
on the day previous to its detection. 

The defendant said that the pork, when 
delivered. was in perfect condition. On 
August 8th he noticed it had gone bad, and 
he ordered the boy to take it outside. This 
the boy began to do, but he was called away 
in the middle of the task. | 

Replying to Mr. T. F. Burke, who appeared 
for the Corporation, the defendant said that 
he quarrelled with the Inspector, as he 
believed that some of the meat was good, but 
later he sent a letter stating that he was will- 
ing’to abide by the Inspector’s decision. 

homas Frawley, an apprentice, employed 
by the defendant, corroborated the-evidence of 
his employer in regard to being ordered to 
remove the meat.

SWALLOWED STUD 


—————a 
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DUBLIN CHILD’S DEATH 


A stud which she picked up from the floor 
of her home at West Temple street, Dublin, 


and swallowed on Saturday last stuck in. 


the throat of Maureen Clare, aged three 
years. The child was brought to Steevens’ 
Hospital, but died before admission. 

At the inquest held yesterday the mother 
(Mrs. Anna Clare) said that when she was 
dusting the mantlepiece in the morning she 
noticed two studs on a shelf. One was 
knocked to the ground and lost. Later in 
the day she saw the child playing with the 
stud on the floor. She and her husband 
had their backs to the child when she cried, 
“Oh, daddy!” “I turned round,” said the 
witness, ' and noticed how pale Maureen had 
become. Immediately I thought of the stud 
and we placed her on the bed and slapped 
her back. My husband then took her im 
his arms and ran to the hospital, about 150 
yards away.” 

Patrick Clare, father, said that he saw 
the |stud in the child’s hand, and told her to 
put|it down. She went to the dresser, but 
whether or not she put the stud down or 
swallowed it he could not say. . 

Dr. Alan F. H. Keatinge, house surgeon, 
said that a small collar stud had completely 
blocked the child’s windpipe. Death was 
due to asphyxia. 

The City Coroner (Dr. D. A. MacErlean) 
said that the little girl obviously must have 
placed the stud in her mouth, and had 
apparently taken a deep breath and sucked it 
down into the windpipe. 

He recorded a verdict of ‘‘ accidental 
death” in accordance with the medical 
evidence
